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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

Restriction to one of tlie following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121: 

I . Claims 1 -1 1 are, drawn to a process for producing 4-(1 H-1 , 2, 4-triazol-1 - 
yimethyl) benzonitrile compound of formula (2), classified in class 548, 
subclass 262.2+. 

II. Claim 12 is, drawn to a process for preparing 4.4'[1 H-1 , 2, 4-triazol-1- 
ylmethylene] blsbenzonitrile compound of fonnula (I), classified in class 
548, subclass 262.2+. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 
Groups l-ll are drawn to two distinct processes of preparing the various fomis of 1 ,2,4- 
triazole compounds as demonstrated by the different reactive steps, reactants. 
Additionally, the inventions of Groups l-ll are independent and distinct because there is 
no patentable co-action among the various groups and a reference anticipating one 
member will not necessarily render another obvious. 

A telephone call was made to David A. Plumley on 09/29/06 to request an oral 
election to the above restriction requirement, but did not result in an election being 
made. 

Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must 
include (i) an election of a species or invention to be examined even though the
